lander 
Manufactory 
Which Employs 


Over One Hundred 
Men the Year 


Round.-lts Plant and Its 


Prospects. 


The story of how the giants (and 


pigmies) of the forest are felled and 


• floated and boomed and sawed in their 


'transition from "the primeval" to the 
lumber pile is an oft told tale in news 
papers of this section. 
But its chest- 


nutty color adds none the less interest 
to any story of the tree or its products 
to those who live and prosper in this 
s.ectlon. 
Rhinelander has been a 


lumbering town of considerable im- 
portance for the past four years. Its 
growth in that direction has been 
rapid during the period mentioned. 
From two mills with a combined 
capacity nf 25,000,000, it bus grown 
to a ten mill town with an annual 
lumber capacity of 123,000,000; in 
fact mure than that amount of lum- 
ber will be shipped from here in 1892. 
The manufacture of lumber, while a 
lucrative and prosperous business for 
any community to possess is doubly 
desirable when the lumber leaves the 
place finished for use, "made up" as 
it were, into some article of commerce 
other than the plain board. 
Until 


this year Rhinelander has possessed 
nb factory which used up any great 
amount of lumber and the possession 


. of'one now is a source of pride and a 


great deal of profit to the place. 
Last year

concluded that their plant at Wa- 
bash, Indiana, was too far from the 
source of supply to carry on their 
business as well as i£ they were prac- 
tically "in the woods.'' They liegan 
"looking about for a suitable locution. 
In deciding such a point, there are 
many things to consider aside from 
the one that they are "in tiic woods." 
The questions of suitable sites, rail- 
-road facilities, fire protection, general 
make up of the community, proba- 
bility of labor supply am] many other 
ccyisiderations enter into the ease in 
arriving at a decision. The Wabash 
. people came to Rhinelander lirst, — 
proposing to visit a number of places 
in this locality. 
After 
carefully 


looking over the ground, they con- 
eluded that the place was all that 
they wanted and a proposition 
for 


. bonus and site was made to theciti- 
zens. 
It was promptly accepted and 


by the move Rhinelander secured not 
only the best manufacturing estab- 
lishment it has so far as permanent 
benefits are concerned, but it also got 
the largest Screen Door factory in the 
'world. The first intention 
of the 


Wabash people was to simply manu- 
'facture the doors here plain, ship 
•them to Wabash for finishing and do 
Vill their shipping to jobbers 
from 


there. The modification of that idea 
has gone on until now it is the com- 
pany's intention to make their entire 
output here complete, and run simply 
tin office and warehouse at Wabash. 
This means that hereafter three hun- 
dred and twenty-five thousand com- 
plete screen door.s will be made here 
annually, consuming four million feet 
Of lumber and giving permanent em- 
ployment to over one hundred men 
all the year round. 


THE FACTORY .ItUlLDlMJS, 


proper, represent an investment of 
oVer $50,000.00. 
They are a great 


addition to south Rhine-lander and 
with the score or more, of houses 
which have been built alxjut them 
form an attractive little burg. 
The 


main shop is three stories high G0.v2,)0 
-feet in size, and every foot of floor 
room is utilized by machinery and 
men. 
The engine and boiler houses, 


made of brick and iron, adjoin the 
main building. 
The plant through- 


• out is constructed with due deference 
to insurance agents' demands, as the 


• company could hardly afford to lose 
the time which would be consumed 
in rebuilding, to say .nothing of the 
actual loss in the event of fire. A 
brick storehouse for paints and other 
material, 30x60 in sine, a Sturdevant 
patent Dry Kiln and an olllcu 20x30 
complete the list of buildings at pres- 
ent, which were all that the company 


erect during the past season. 


Another year will sec the plant just 
doubled in size. Another mammoth 
three story building, 60x250 will be 
built beside the present big shop, and 
a big warehouse added to the list. 
In constructing the works these peo- 
ple have looked to the minutest detail 
to give serviceability to the shops and 
in doing so have lost none of the .it- 
tractive neatness in appearance which 
is so rare in large works of this kind. 
Their facilities for making doors are 
all that ingenuity, properly protected 
by patents, and experience could sug- 
gest. The idea of minimum work for 
maximum result has been 
figured 


down to a nicety. 
It, is only neces- 


sary to sny that the one hundred men 
in this shop transform one thousand 
doors :i day from the rough lunilwr to 
tlio wired, painted and trimmed art 
icle to prove this. 
A large pnrt of 


the work is done by machines, over 
forty of them, from the rotary snw to 
the turning machine, running con- 
stantly. 
The power and machinery 


lire the l^st manufactured, yet but 
comparatively few of the machines 
lire necessarily run 
l>y experts. 
The 


shops are illuminated by an electric 
light plant in the works. 
The men's

the entire establishment is run in tha 
most approved business-like fashion.

The larger part of 
the works' output is white pin<> doors, 
made this year on ;i new pattern, and 
the company have already placed their 
orders for the entire annual output. 
With their increased capacity and 
doubtless double-time work next sea- 
son the Company svill probably estab- 
lish a branch house and ware rooms 
n .some of the principal cities. 


THE FINANCIAL BENEFITS 


which Hhinehmder secures from this 
nstitiition can be pretty well realized 
from the size of their monthly pay- 
roll of- between live and si.x thousand 
dollars, which will lie added to very 
materially another year. 
Aside from 


that feature alone, there are ninny 
men with families who have cst.nl>- 
lishcd permanent homes here, obtain- 
ng employment in these works. 
The 


railroad 
companies 
receive 
from 


freights between twenty and thirty 
thousand dollar* a year for hauling 
the product, and as the entire lumber 
stock will hn iKiught in this iinmcd- 
ate vicinity it means between one 
ind two hundred thousand dollars 
imiiinlly put, in circulation by this 
Company. 
The present list of em-

Season these lightly 
with salt and pepper, and dip them sep- 
arately with some rich, well made fry- 
in? batter; drop carefully into a sauce- 
pan containing a generous supply of 
boiling fat, anil let them remain until 
colored a golden brown; when done 
enough drain well in order to render 
the sprigs crisp and dry: then pile up 
tastefully in hot, neatly folded napkins.

Add the egg beaten and 


mixert with the milk. The dough should 
1)ft soft enough to spread half an inch 
thick on a shallow baking-pau. Core, 
pare and cut the tipples into eighths, 
lay them in parallel rows on the top of 
the dough, the sharp edge down, and 
press enough to make the edge pene- 
trate slightly. 
Sprinkle the sugar over 


the apple and bake half an hour. Eat 
while hot, with butter or with lemoa 
sauce.—Boston Hud^ct.

and you will not want to substitute tlio 
old fashioned masheil potatoes, at least 
for a Christmas dinner. Peel and boil 
half a dozen good sized potatoes; drain 
Tory dry, then mash and whip with a 
fork uut.il smooth, adding salt, black 
pepper, and butter thy size of an egg. 
Press through a colander or one of tho 
little potato sieves into the dish in which 
they are to ha served, which must also 
be one that can stand the heat of tho 
oven. They will fall into little bits as 
light as snowfiakes.

I think he asked him if all 
his folks were well, and in withdrawing 
the president said to him: "Mr. Part- 
ington, remember me to your father, 
Mr. Partington, sr." It was Lincoln's 
way of rebuking the young man for 
making such an ass of himself in New 
York.
